WHO GETS THE HEFl’ND? 
The farmers of Nebraska, generally speaking, are 
not behind the demand to have gasoline tax on liquid 
fuel used in tractors and combines refunded. That 
demand comes chiefly from three or four counties in 
western Nebraska, where farming is done on a big 
scale, with one man owuing thousands of acres and 
hiring others to perform the work of raising and har­ 
vesting huge crops of wheat. 
Agriculturists who live on and farm tracts of a 
quarter section to a half section in size, personally 
preparing the aoli. planting and cultivating the crops, 
and gathering them in, do not 
regard 
the small 
amount of gasoline tax which they pay month by 
month as being worth while to Justify them in tak­ 
ing the trouble to make out and send in applications 
for refund 
Investigation of the clamor that is being heard for 
gasoline tax exemption will show that it proceeds 
very largely from persons who reside In town and do 
their farming by proxy; from landlords who have 
managed to acquire extensive areas of cheap land in 
the western part of the state, and who in some in­ 
stances have realized enough from one crop of wheat 
to pay tor the land. 
Of course, to a man who owns two or three thous­ 
and acres and raises 20,000 or 25,000 bushels of wheat 
in a season, the tax paid on gasoline used in a fleet 
of tractors and 
combines runs 
up 
Into a large 
amount. But in comparison with the net returns from 
bin operations it is not large, 
These town farmers do not need any "relief" at the 
hands of the legislature. They can well afford to pay 
the same tax that other people pay. 
The state is 
building highways which 
enable them to get their 
products to market more rapidly and at less expense. 
One cent of the proposed additional gas tax is in­ 
tended for the different counties to spend on their 
own local roads, which will further benefit these land 
barons. On the whole, they ought to be willing and 
glad to contribute their proportion of the coat of con­ 
structing and maintaining highways. 
Of course, if users of gasoline in tractors and com­ 
bines were given refunds, fair play demands that the 
same be done for cleaning establishments in cities, 
for railroads o{crating gasoline motor cars, for house­ 
wives and tourists using gasoline cook stoves, and 
for numerous other lines of consumption other than 
motor vehicle operation. 
To allow such exemptions would necessitate a large 
amount of extra clerical work and require the services 
of a number of inspectors and Investigators to pre­ 
vent abuses thus making administration of the law’ 
more costly. At the same time. the revenue available 
for improving highways would be reduced. 
Several years ago the state of Nebraska did grant 
refunds on gasoline used in 
tractors and combines. 
After two years trial, it was found that three-fourths
